States or from Chile or the Argentine 
Republic. 
In the normal schools for 


women there is to be a manual train- 
ing 
department 
for 
instruction in 


housewifery, dressmaking, millinery, 
cooking aud other domestic sciences. 
Instruction in the normal schools for 
men is limited to the ordinary rudi- 
ments of an education. 


In addition to these model schools 


kindergartens upon tho North Ameri- 
can plan are to be established for boya 
and for girls in each of the three cities 
named, which are to be object lessous 
for the study and imitation of the ed- 
ucators of Ecuador. 


For each of the schools Mr. Wood is 


under contract to furnish two teach- 
ers, men or women, who must bo able 
to teach both the Spanish and the Eng- 
lish languages. 
The superintendents 


of tho normal schools for men will re- 
ceive $150 a mouth aud their assist- 
ants $100 a mouth. 
The teachers in 


the normal schools for women will re- 
ceive $125 and $100 a mouth. • The 
teachers in tho model schools are to 
receive ?100 and ?S5 respectively. All 
of the teachers are to have their ex- 
penses paid from the United States 
and are to cuter into contracts for live 
years.

So long as the Boers engage tht> 
attention of half of Lord Roberts' force 
at Thaba 'Nchu his advance' toward 
Pretoria will b° delayed. No one ti'ere. 
however, considers that Gen. Botha 
will be able to stand longer than a f«\v 
days. The feeling is that he must be 
beaten off by the masses.of Lord Rob- 
erts. A dispatch, 
dated Ladysmith, 


May 1, says: '"There is renewed activ- 
ity among the Boers on this .side of 
the Drakensberg mountains. Prepara- 
tions here to check an advance are 
complete." The Boers attacked 
the 


British outposts at Boshof. the head- 
quarters of Lord Methuen, on April 28, 
but without result. The British guns 
at Warrenton shelled the Boers out nf 
their half-constructed trenches Sunday. 
A British reconnpitering party fell into 
the hands ol" the Boers near AViudsor- 
ton.

April 22 landed a quantity of war ma- 
terial for the Boers at Beira and em- 
barked a quantity of Transvaal wool.
